New  Riots 
Break  Out 
In  Korea

I SEOUL,  April  20— (UPI)  — 
I New  anti-government  demon- 
strations were  reported  today  in 
at  least  seven  cities  in  the  Re- 
public of  Korea,  and  the  known 
toll  of  yesterday’s  bloody  out- 
break here  rose  to  123  dead  and 
more  than  400  wounded. 


A tightened,  brightened,  streamlined  version  of  last 
year’s  musical  extravaganza,  “Sand  in  Their  Shoes,”  will  be 
repeated  !May  27-31  and  June  1 at  BYU. 

Tlie  story  of  the  Mormon  Battalion,  wliich  played  to 
capacity  audiences  totaling  about  -15,000  last  spring,  lias  had 
staging,  costuming  and  scoring  revisions  for  a “much  more 
appealing  effect,”  director  Harold  I.  Hansen  reported. 

THOl'SANDS  WHO  Wanted  to  see  the  play  last  year 
were  turned  away,  and  for  that  reason  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
consisting  of  the  First  Presidency  apd  Council  of  the  Twelve, 
has  okayed  the  repeat  perfomiance. 

The  story  does  not  feature  only  one  or  two  persons  as 
does  the  usual  musical,  but  it  employs  seven  leads,  four  men 
and  tliree  women.  Outstanding  vocal  and  dramatic  artists  of 
the  country  are  being  engaged  for  the  leading  roles. 

A special  stage  nearly  as  long  as  the  football  field  will 
be  constructed  to  accommodate  the  sweeping  action  of  a cast 
of  hundreds.  The  staging  plan  calls  for  full-scale  houses,  hun- 
dreds of  marching  men,  women  and  children,  men  on  horse- 
back, covered  wagons,  as  well  as  intimate  scenes  of  couples 
and  small  groups  handled  througli  siwtlighting  and  turn- 
table effects.

Five  persons  were  killed,  15 
wounded  and  40  "arrested  in 
Seoul  early  today  in  scattered 
clashes  between  student  demon- 
strators and  the  troops  and  police 
charged  with  keeping  order. 

UNOFFICIAL  reports  reach- 
ing Seoul  reported  anti-govern- 
ment demonstrations  in  Pusan, 
Kwangju,  Taegu,  Inchon,  Chon- 
ju,  Suwon  and  Iri.  'The  outbreaks 
were  quickly  put  down  in  most 
places,  the  reports  said,  and 
there  was  no  mention  of  casual- 
, ties. 

Reports  from  Taejon  said  po- 
lice there  “headed  off”  an  at- 
tempted demonstration  by  mem-^ 
bers  of  the  opposition  Democrat- 
ic Party. 

SOUTH  KOREAN  government 
officials  were  concerned  over 
the  possibility  that  President  Ei- 
senhower might  cancel  his  sched- 
uled visit  here  in  June  because 
of  the  sudden  outbreak  of  vio- 
lence. 

(Reports  from  Augusta  said 
the  men  responsible  for  the 
President’s  safety  were  expected 
to  take  another  look  at  his  Far 
Eastern  travel  plans  because  of 
the  Korean  riots.)

Record  Eclipse  Seems  Likely 


As  recently  as  two  years  ago 
the  record  for  the  BYU  Invita- 
tion Meet  all-around  event  look- 
ed insurmountable.  But  now,  two 
years  after  it  was  surpassed, 
meet  officials  seem  sure  the 
present  record  will  again  be 
eclipsed,  perhaps  this  weekend. 

WHETHEH  the  record  of  6,555 
points  scored  by  Wyoming’s  Bud 
Spicer  in  1958  will  stand  another 
year  remains  to  be  seen.  But 
there  are  more  than  a dozen 
athletes  who  are  going  to  give  it 
a try  at  this  year’s  meet. 

Entries,  from  13  athletes  have 
already  been  received  for  the 
all-around  event.  Three  schools 
— Davis,  Carbon  and  Wasatch 
Academy — will  place  two  men 
each  in  the  event.  Only  one  en- 
try, Eldon  Mollenbrink  of  Sun- 
dance, Wyo.,  is  from  out-of- 
state. 

This  is  a new  twist,  since  ath- 
letes from  outside  the  Beehive 
State  won  the  all-around  event 
for  a stretch  of  three  years  un- 
til Craig  Smith  of  Olympus  High 
in  Salt  Lake  City  captured  the 
coveted  trophy  last  year.

White  was  the  first  all- 
arounder  to  surpass  the  6,000 
point  barrier,  and  he  had  533 
points  to  spare.
